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ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 
AT ITS MEETING, TUESDAY, MAY 10TH, 1892. 


The following elected members were present: The Right Rev. Drs. 
Whitaker, Scarborough and Starkey ; the Rev. Drs. Hoffman, Eccleston, Smith, 
Satterlee, Shipman, Huntington, Applegate, Brown, Greer, the Rev. Mr. Brew- 
ster, the Rey. Drs. Vibbert and Anstice, and Messrs. Coffin, Stark, Vanderbilt, 
King and Chauncey. Of the ev-officio members, the Right Rev. Dr. Brewer 
was present. ‘The Right Rev. Dr. Whitaker was called to the chair. 

Attention was called to the fact that the Rev. William B. Gordon’s 
appointment as the Presbyter in Mexico, etc., expired on the 23d of May. 
Whereupon the Rev. Dr. Satterlee pledged the salary for another year, and it 
was Officially announced that Mr. Gordon’s appointment made in March had 
now taken effect. 

A communication was received from Mr. Henry EH. Pellew, acting 
secretary of the Commission on Work among the Colored People, informing the 
Board of the death, on the 12th of April, of the Rev. Henry R. Pyne, late 
general secretary, and submitting resolutions adopted by the Commission at its 
meeting of April 21st. 

Letters were received from five of the Bishops having Domestic mis- 
sionary work within their jurisdiction, and action was taken in pursuance of 
their requests. A communication from Bishop Hare announced the death of 
the Rey. Charles 8. Cook and the Rey. George Paypay. The Bishop remarked 
that Mr. Cook ‘‘ was the crown and flower of the work, and Mr. Paypay was 
fidelity itself. Their loss is heart-breaking.” Bishop Hare also called attention 
to a United States law adopted last year, giving missionary societies the right to 
purchase within two years lands occupied by them for their purposes at the 
prices paid by the United States therefor, and points out that this Society has 
been holding four such tracts of land for churches and schools on the Sisseton 
Reserve, in all 177 acres. At his suggestion, he was authorized to purchase the 
said lands in the name of this Society, provided he can secure a clear title from 
the government, without conditions. The cost will be about $450. 

Letters and reports were received from Bishop Hare, as Bishop-in- 
charge (up to the date of his leaving) of the Japan mission, and as a visitor to 
the China mission. His letter about’ China has been published in all the Church 
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papers. In another communication he gives an account of a very impressive 
service held in the newly completed church at Hankow on the Second Sunday 
in Lent (March 18th); 1,000 Chinese, old and young, men and women, com- 
posing the congregation, of whom eighty-four were confirmed and 300 com- 
muned. Besides the Bishop, the Rev. Messrs. Locke, Sowerby and Ingle with 
three Chinese deacons and several evangelists were present in the chancel, also 
twenty choir boys in surplices. Of the new edifice the Bishop writes: ‘‘The 
church is a large and impressive building substantially built of brick, floors of 
flags, and cost about $10,000 United States gold—a small cost for so good a 
structure. It would be a credit to any flourishing congregation in a town of 
25,000 people in New York state.” ‘The Bishop and Mr. Locke are urgently 
asking for the $3,500 of the cost of this building which has not yet been con- 
tributed. The Bishop sets forth the need, already made known, for the ap- 
pointment of a lady to take charge of the Jane Bohlen Memorial School at 
Wuchang, and for another clergyman to assist in the Bishop Boone Memorial 
School and in superintending the Deacons and catechists. He encloses a letter 
from the Chinese clergy of Shanghai and two evangelists, addressed to himself, 
which will be published ; and a letter from the Rev. Y. K. Yen with regard to 
the Chinese question, wnich has appeared in the New York Hvening Post. 
Concerning Japan, upon the Bishop’s recommendation, an appropriation of 650 
yen was made to purchase the Nara School building, toward the cost of, the 
erection of which the Board contributed, but which it did not own. He regards 
the school as a valuable part of our work. Letters were received from the presi- 
dents of the Standing Committees in China and Japan, and from seventeen 
others of the missionaries. Portions of these will be published. 

Important letters were received from Bishops Ferguson and Holly, 
from nine of the missionaries in Africa, and from Miss Muirin Greece. Bishop 
Ferguson had been asked by Archdeacon Crowther, son of the late Bishop of 
the Niger, to ordain one of the deserving catechists of the Delta mission. The 
letter recited how they were endeavoring to help themselves, thereby relieving 
the Church Missionary Society in England from supplying their stipends. 
Among other things they had already erected four iron churches at a cost of 
£4,000. Bishop Ferguson replied that under certain conditions the laws of our 
Church would permit him to extend episcopal functions outside of his own jur- 
isdiction, which, being met, it would be a pleasure to him to comply, but it 
would be necessary for him first to know their present canonical standing in 
the Church of England, whether the request for ordination came from a properly 
constituted ecclesiastical authority, and whether the candidate had complied 
with the requirements of the English Church. The Rey. G. W. Gibson had 
been invited to take the position of secretary of state of the Republic of Liberia, 
and was of opinion that he could serve the interests of the Church at large and 
of the mission by accepting it. ‘The Bishop, while he has always been opposed 
to a clergyman’s taking an active part in political affairs, gave his consent be- 
cause he felt thatit was important that we should havea “ friend at court,” deeply 
interested in our mission work, with a view to the settlement of the political 
difficulties which have existed several years between the natives and Liberians, 
and which have shut us out from our station at Cavalla and other stations. He 
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says he will have this reason for his consent so distinctly understood that it will 
be no precedent for the future. In February the Bishop confirmed eight of the 
pupils of St. John’s School, Cape Mount. 

A proposed elevation for the Church Missions House was presented to 
the Board, and after examination was referred to a committee. 

A special committee appointed two months before to suggest suitable 
action respecting the Associate Secretary’s twenty-fifth anniversary of service to 
the Society presented and read a minute, which was unanimously adopted. 
This minute is published in another part of this number. 


THE CLOSING MONTHS. 

WirH this month of June we enter the last quarter of the fiscal year. It is 
the season of vacations to many persons, but the missionary work must be kept 
up; the expenses all continue, and the needs are as great as at any other time 
of the year. Salaries of Bishops, stipends of 1,100 missionaries, besides support 
of schools, hospitals and orphanages, require from May to the end of August, if 
legacies be applied, about $145,000 ; for buildings, schools, churches, etc., $62,000. 

Our missions show much that is cheering both in progress and in prospect. 
Nothing can stay the Church’s growth if we are in earnest to help forward its 
missions. ‘The General Convention, next October, will feel the demand to ad- 
vance the work and every obligation should be met before that time. Addi- 
tional Missionary Bishops should be provided for. Gifts of hundreds and thous- 
ands as well as innumerable smaller gifts are necessary to supply the constant 
needs of a growing work. Shall we not help up to the measure of our ability 
to speed this work for the glory of God and the salvation of men? Heroic 
giving to support heroic workers and push on heroic work is a privilege and an 
honor, as is the calling to forsake home and go forth to hardship and danger. 
The summer quarter is the hardest to provide for. The year closes August 31st. 


A WELL EARNED TRIBUTE. 


Ir was very gratifying to the associates of the Rev. Mr. Kimber in the Mis- 
sion Rooms, that the Board of Managers took occasion at its last meeting to 
give cordial recognition to his faithful services, extending over a period of a 
quarter of a century. The following action of the Board, which was adopted 
by a rising vote, will find response in the hearts of the missionaries far and near, 
who will unite with those who have known Mr. Kimber in the relations of daily 
intercourse in felicitating him upon this silver anniversary and in wishing for 
him long continuance in his useful and honored career : 


The Board of Managers of Domestic and Foreign Missions holding as they do in 


‘high esteem the person and services of their Associate Secretary, cannot allow this 


twenty-fifth anniversary of the Rev. Joshua Kimber’s connection with the Board to pass 
unnoticed or unrecorded. They therefore with unanimous action and consent, and as a 
well deserved tribute to long and faithful service, inscribe this minute in the journal of 
their proceedings. 

The official relations of Mr. Kimber to this Board, extended now through twenty-five 
years of continuous service, although varying slightly, from time to time, in character 
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and title, have involved through all these years the same general duties and responsibili- 
ties. In every respect these have been discharged with conscientious fidelity and be the 
satisfaction.and credit of the Board, through the possession and exercise by Mr. Kimber 
of those especial capacities which are needed to make even fidelity serviceable—careful- 
ness, close inspection of details, the discipline of memory, and an interest which takes in 
the whole but does not overlook the smaller things, accuracy, made such by integrity, 
and the ability to make ready use of his material, itself the outcome of an unselfish inter- 
est in his work. These qualities and accomplishments have made Mr. Kimber’s steward- 
ship of the trust confided to him both useful and honorable, and have inspired the ex- 
pression of high esteem which it is the purpose of this minute to record. 

As an addendum to this minute, your Committee beg leave to convey to the Board 
the pleasant information that the members of the Board have individually subscribed the 
sum of [the amount is not yet completed] to be presented to Mr. Kimber as an expression 
of their esteem and of their appreciation of the services to which reference has been made 
in the body of the minute as above written. 

Your Committee present the following resolution with their recommendation that it 
be passed by the Board. 

“« Resolved: That the Rev. Joshua Kimber have leave of absence for three months; 
and, that such leave shall not affect or modify, in any way, the terms and conditions of 
his engagement with the Society.”

TURNING THE QUESTION. 


INSTEAD of pleading for money for missions, suppose the case were reversed, 
and money should plead for opportunities of doing good. In such case those 
who have possessions would look about to see how they might use money to the 
best advantage, seeking investment in ways that will pay the hundred-fold re- 
turn, advance the Kingdom of God, and convey blessings to many souls. An 
ardent Churchman, considering the extent of this country, its rapid growth in 
population, knowing the Church’s capacity and its capability of moulding the 
life of individuals and communities, might well ponder the question, how most 
effectually to promote the growth of the Church and bring it into vital contact 
with the greatest number of the intelligent and sovereign people who make up 
the nation. 

What nobler ambition could there be than to be instrumental in doing this 
work ? What a fine enthusiasm would that be which should seize a man or a 
woman who has means, and lead them to consecrate their means to the glory of 
God in the salvation of mankind ! 

The enthusiasm of faith might put into this work all the ardor and energy 
which some persons put into politics, or business, or pleasure ; make it the chief 
aim of life, saying, ‘‘I will provide as far as possible for the Church’s extension. 
I will help to multiply the Episcopate, to distribute the Prayer Book, to build 
churches, to support institutions in which the precious faith of the Gospel shall 
be ministered to souls. In this I will find employment and pleasure, and my 
money shall serve this end.” 


If such a spirit were to prevail the problem of missions weuld be different 
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from what it now is, for instead of asking for money to meet appropriations, it 
would be necessary to plan for new work to employ the money which was wait- 
ing to be used.

OUR CHINA MISSION AND THE EXCLUSION ACT. 


THE Rev. Mr. Sowerby writes that he has never seen such a sight in China 
as was presented at Hankow on Sunday, March 13th, when Bishop Hare, assisted 
by the Rev. Messrs. Locke and Sowerby, held a service in our church there. 
More than a thousand Chinese crowded the building and remained through a 
service which lasted over three hours. Highty-four persons were confirmed, and 
about 300 received the Holy Communion. He says: “I shall go up to I-chang 
strengthened and encouraged, and I am sure the report I carry will gladden the 
hearts of our native Christians there.” 

This good news came to us at about the time that the new law of exclusion 
against the Chinese was being enacted by the United States Government. The 
exigency arising from the expiration of the old law which seemed to require the 
executive approval of this act does not excuse the injustice and hardship which 
the law will work or justify the violation of treaty obligations toward the 
Chinese Government. It is sincerely to be hoped that the government at Wash- 
ington will find a way to confer with the Pekin government and reach an agree- 
ment which will avoid any interruption of friendly relations. At the last meet- 
ing of the Board of Managers the following was adopted : 

WHEREAS: A law has been enacted by Congress which may gravely affect, in- 
directly, our missionary work in China, therefore be it 

Resolved: That this Board contemplates with serious apprehension the effect of such 
legislation upon our missionary work, and trusts that the said law shall be so judiciously 
and leniently enforced that our foreign relations may not be disturbed. 
It should be said that the imperial government has shown itself not unfriendly 
to Christian missions in China; that its most recent edict upon the subject was 
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a marked recognition of the Christian religion and of the good work of the 
missionaries. 

The best expression of the sentiment of Christians in reference to this harsh 
law would be a renewed zeal in behalf of missions in China. Offerings for that 
object would be a fitting comment upon this piece of unwise legislation, espe- 
cially in view of the encouraging report at the beginning of this article. 


A GOOD SUGGESTION. 

Tur Ohurch Standard, in speaking of the number of non-contributing 
parishes last year as shown by the Table of Offerings, says: ‘‘It would have a 
good moral effect if each of these non-contributing parishes were asked for even 
five dollars before a given date. Three-fourths of them might respond. But 
the total income from such a request would be but some $10,000. The main 
increase of contributions should be calculated as a percentage upon the offerings 
of each parish in a former year or years.” By all means let the parishes all con- 
tribute as much as they can, five dollars at least, and as much more as possible. 
Oh, for the moral effect of contributions for the Church’s general missionary 


work from every parish and individual! Reader, will you not try to accomplish 
this without delay ? 


A FRIEND WHO WILL BE MISSED. 


THE death of Marmont B. Edson has removed a most genial and generous 
friend of missions. A man of sterling character and of large capacity in affairs, 
Mr. Edson was deeply interested in the progress of the Church, and his purse 
was ever responsive to his sympathies. His contribution enabled the General 
Theological Seminary to procure the fine portrait of the venerable Bishop White 
which adorns the seminary library, and a later gift founded a scholarship in the 
Alexandria Seminary. His munificence toward the Church Missions House fol- 
lowing immediately upon a similar noble gift by his sister, Mary A. Edson, 
placed that project upon a foundation of assured success, and the library in the 
new building will be called by his name. 

Mr. Edson was an occasional caller at the Mission Rooms, and his visits 
always brought sunshine. In response to the card of a Missionary Bishop, which 
was handed to him a few days before his death, while he was confined to his*bed 
suffering severe pain, he said: “‘ Give my card to Bishop ——,” handing out a 
roll of bills, ‘and tell him that I regret that Iam not able to see him to-day.” 
His playful wit never concealed the earnestness of his heart in the great work of 
missions, and his generous gifts helped many a good cause. 


A REMARKABLE CASE. 

We recently received from the Rev. 8. S. Burleson, missionary to the 
Oneida Indians in the Diocese of Fond du Lac, a contribution of $32.59, the 
Lenten offering of the Indians for missions. It was a generous gift from these 
poor Indians, to whom a little money means a good deal, and it represented 
their earnest self-denial. A few days later we received from the missionary a 
letter which tells its story so well that we give it in his own words; 
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- “On Saturday last I sent you, as I thought, the entire Easter offering of 
my Indians for missions. But on my return from church to the mission house 
yesterday an Indian woman was waiting for me. She had brought the enclosed 
half-dollar. The circumstances are pathetic in the extreme, and worthy of a 
place in the annals of missionary work. It will be strange, indeed, if this 
blessed half-dollar does not bring the blush of honest shame to many a cheek. 

*“On Wednesday in Passion Week the woman went from home to do a 
washing for a family nearly two miles away, leaving five little children at home. 
The children kindled a fire to bake some potatoes to satisfy their hunger. 
There was no chimney and the stove-pipe ran through the roof. In some way 
the roof took fire, and the house and barn were burned and nothing was saved 
but the lives of the children and the clothes they had on their backs. 

“<When the woman was told that her house was burned, but the children 
were safe, she calmly replied : ‘God gave us those things, and it is His right to 
take them again.’ 

“Her little pyramid box was burned, but she was washing to get money 
for her Easter offering. Here is the identical half-dollar she earned that day.” 


BRIEF MENTION. 


THERE is a universal belief that the rich owe something to society. Not only is there 
universal praise for the man who acknowledges the claims of society upon his riches, but 
there is universal condemnation when a man goes forth from the world without discharg- 
ing the debt which he owes to mankind. Far more important is the fact that one who 
exercises the stewardship of wealth for the good of the bodies and souls of his fellow-men 
wins for himself a warm place in the regard of his contemporaries, and his departure out 
of the world is deeply lamented. It is worth while to have the love of one’s fellow-men, 
but even better is it to have the consciousness of duty well done in making others par- 
takers of the blessings and benefits which one has received. It pays to be generous. 


THE Commission on Work among the Colored People has appointed the Rev. W. V. 
Tunnell, professor of rhetoric and English literature at Howard University, to be warden 
of King Hall, for the education of Colored men for the Ministry. Mr. Tunnell is a 
Colored clergyman, a graduate of the General Theological Seminary, who has proved 
himself acceptable and efficient in pastoral work, and is highly esteemed in Howard 
University, which surrenders him reluctantly to King Hall. We wish for him good 
success in his new position, and trust that he will be cordially sustained, not only by the 
people of his own race, but by all friends of Church work in behalf of the Colored people. 


WEST Missouri, the diocese last organized, began two years agoin great weakness, 
but with much courage. In his second anaual address at the council held at Springfield, 
May 10th-12th, Bishop Atwill spoke of the diocese in relation to Domestic and Foreign 
Missions, by which it will appear that older dioceses will need to look to their laurels. 
The Bishop said: ‘‘ Twenty-five of our parishes and missions contributed during the last 
fiscal year of the General Board, to Domestic Missions, twenty-four contributed to Foreign 
Missions, and the whole amount given for missions, not diocesan, was $881.87. I trust 
we may have a better report than this (although this is by no means discreditable to a 
diocese so poor as ours) when the present year ends on September 1st. I know how hard 
many of our congregations must struggle to sustain their own work, and that we cannot 
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expect them to give large offerings for the support of General Missions; but cannot every 
congregation, without impoverishing themselves, make a small offering to show their 
interest and to invite the blessing of God ?” 


THE frontispiece of this number of the magazine presents a view of St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Denver, already well known to our readers. An interesting letter regarding the 
hospital, written by Mrs. J. F. Spalding, may be found in the department of The 
Woman’s Auxiliary in this number. 


THE Rev. Sidney C. Partridge recently visited the diocesan conventions in Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, and South Carolina, and addressed the clergy and laity upon the sub- 
ject of the China mission. The Church News, of Missouri, in speaking of the visit of Mr. 
Partridge to St. Louis says: ‘The Rev. S. C. Partridge, missionary at Hankow, 
China, spent the First Sunday after Easter in St. Louis presenting the cause of 
Foreign Missions at the cathedral in the morning, and at St. Mark’s Memorial in 
the’ evening. His clear and admirable description of the work in China with its 
obstacles and encouragements, and his delineation of the character of the Chinese people, 
and the attitude of the different classes toward missionaries together with his broad 
andcatholic views of the methods of Foreign. missionary work engaged the sympathy 
and deepened the interest of all who heard him. His familiar talks on Monday before 
the clericus and the members of the Woman’s Auxiliary at the Bishop’s residence were 
fascinating in themselves, and enough to convince the coldest sceptic not only that it 
is a Christian duty to support missions in foreign lands, but that the practical results 
already accomplished indicate possibilities of the growth of Christ’s Kingdom much 
beyond what we are wont to imagine.’’ 


BisHOP WILLIAMS, of Japan, lacks but a single number to complete his full file of 
THE SPIRIT OF Missions from the beginning, the number for March, 1850, If any of our 
readers can supply it we should be glad. The entire set is intended for the library of 
Trinity Divinity-school, Tokyo. 

THE late Gould Rockwell, of Ridgefield, Connecticut, bequeathed $5,000 to Domestic 
Missions. During a visit to the Mission Rooms, a short time before his death, Mr. Rock- 
well remarked that he had been a'subscriber to THE SPIRIT OF MISSIONS uninterruptedly 
from the issue of its first number in 1836. 


THE Jate Bishop Oxenden was not only a prolific writer, but also an energetic laborer 
in extending the ministrations of the Church. His Episcopate in Montreal was of a mis- 
sionary character. One mission, Glen Sutten, was supported by him from private 
means for three years. For the purpose of assisting the mission fund of the diocese he 
started a sustentation fund which soon amounted to $68,000, and is now productive of 
an important revenue for carrying on diocesan work. To him, also, is due the founda- 
tion of the Montreal diocesan college, which is now the institution to which the diocese 
looks mainly for its clergy. 


Mrs. Rurus B. KELLOGG, of the Diocese of Fond du Lac, with her little son has been 
passing the winter at San Gabriel, California, at the Hotel San Gabriel. On Sunday 
afternoons she has invited to her room the children of the hotel guests, gathered 
from all parts of the continent, and having obtained a supply of catechisms from the 
rector of the parish, the Rev. Dr. Trew, she has kept up a Sunday-school. Dr. Trew 
supplied the children with Lenten Offering boxes. The children were so interested that 
they proposed a sale of various articles which they could make, and the sale was held in 
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one of the parlors of the hotel. As one result the children contribute $17.56 toward 
the grand offering asked for, and as a higher result each child has received an impression 
in favor of working for missions. 


Mr. WALDRON, a city missionary in Boston, met a prominent business man recently, 
who said: ‘‘Looking over my cash account I saw this entry: Pug terrier, $10; and on 
the next line, City Missionary Society, $5. I have not felt quite easy about the matter 
ever since, and you may count on me for an additional $5.” There are many others who 
would no doubt be made uncomfortable also if they were carefully to scan their lists of 
expenditures for luxuries and benevolence. 


WITH OUR CORRESPONDENTS. 


Miss MArIon Muir, writing from Athens, Greece, April 18th, says: ‘‘ Last Tuesday 
we had in our school the recitations for Easter. A Greek gentleman (a stranger) whom 
I had observed listening with great attention to the recitations of all the classes came to 
me at the close and expressed his great satisfaction with our method of religious instruc- 
tion. His great astonishment was that the infant classes were as well instructed in the 
story of the sufferings and death of Christ as the higher classes, only that their lessons 
had been prepared for infant minds, etc. The method is our legacy from dear Mrs. Hill. 
Nothing in the mode of instruction has been changed. All is the same as when she used 
to take her seat among us.” 


A CLERGYMAN, who has worked up an active interest in the general missionary work 
in his parish writes that he is about to go to another charge, and says: ‘‘ You may be 
sure I will not forget the Church’s missions in my new field. What little I have done in 
the past has given me so great pleasure that I would not have a parish now that was in- 
different to the missionary cause.” 


A countTrRY rector pleading for a wider circulation of THE SPrriT OF MISSIONS writes: 
‘<T, for my part, am determined, even ift need be at a heavy cost to myself, and for the 
sake of my own parishioners themselves, that every family under my charge shall be 
blessed once a month with a visit from this official messenger of God’s Kingdom.” ; 


WARDENS AND VESTRYMEN. 
FROM A BISHOP. 


In the week following Easter-Day thirty thousand men or more were chosen to 
stand in a very decided and marked way for Christ and His Church during the next 
twelve months. 

They are our selected ieee, and vestrymen. They are nearly always gentlemen, 
They ought to be Christians. The offices they hold in the American Church are unique. 
They are not engaged about the pecuniary and secular affairs of the civil corporation 
alone (although our American parishes are civil corporations). They stand for the 
helpers, the constitutional advisers, the ‘‘ cabinet” of the clergy, and in the closest and 
most confidential relations with them. They stand also for the Church in the com- 
munity. Whether or no, they are taken for the kind of men the Church sets forth 
as her own, as the men she honors and trusts, as the men she puts forward as 
her best. 

They are not appointed to the offices as a compliment. At least they ought not to 
be. They hold them for the good they can do in them, for the results they can accom - 
plish. 
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There are, sometimes, silly congregations, silly people who enter into the choice for 
these officers without sense of responsibility.. They like a man. They vote for him. 
He has asked them, or his friends have, to support him. They have done so. 

So barnacles fasten themselves in the shape of wardens or vestrymen on parishes 
now and then. So men, without any influence, place, or consideration in the commun- 
ity, are sometimes anxious for the consideration that comes of being on a vestry, and 
seek it, not because they can add anything to it, but because they believe it can add 
something to them. So we have imbecile vestries now and then, or vestries which even 
stand in the way of Church progress, vestries which smother out a pastor’s zeal and 
bar the way to any end he seeks, 

The case has been sadly known where a man, accepting the office of senior warden 
year after year, till he thinks it is his private property, and being a stingy and covetous 
soul, expends most of his official wisdom in discouraging any attempt to get money for 
Church improvement, for the building of a rectory, even, in a vacancy, for the call of a 
rector, because he would be expected to give, and his great anxiety in life is to ‘‘ save 
that dollar.” 

It is largely the fault of congregations that they are now and then ridden by old 
men of the sea in the shape of wardens and vestrymen. 

The office is one of serious and sacred responsibility. No man should take it as a 
compliment. The man is vile beyond argument who seeks it for his own aggrandize- 
ment. No man not an earnest, religious, devout man, should be upon a vestry. And we 
are glad to believe that, as time goes on, that is becoming more and more the conviction, 
and our wardens and vestrymen, standing so near to the altar, are, in largest numbers 
men who reverence sacred things, and devoutly try to carry a sacred responsibility. 

Think of the army! We have said thirty thousand! foremost men in the commun- 
ity often, men of high intelligence, leaders among their fellows, in bank, counting-house, 
at the bar, in the legislative chamber, in all learned callings! Perhaps no equal number 
of men in the United States stand for so much of power, represent so much of civilizing 
and organizing force, intellectual and material force, as the wardens and vestrymen of 
our churches. 

Brethren, do you grasp the situation? Do you rise to the height of your great posi- 
tion? You are guardians of a great trust, even by human measures. For it is a high and 
grand inheritance from the past, this fellowship and brotherhood of a Church of sages, 
saints, confessors and martyrs, whose lives have moulded the deepest convictions of an 
imperial race: this Church in which you stand as office bearers! Stand by your pastor 
loyally ! Be his nearest and truest friends. Do not coldly criticise. In trouble he looks 
to you. Do not fail him when his soul is heavy. Be faithful at church and altar. 
Whoever fears a rainy Sunday, let no vestryman fear it. Answer the roll-call, with a 
clear ringing Adsum, when the hour for service comes. ‘‘ Wardens and vestrymen to 
the front” always. If you do not answer, who will? Feel what you stand for in the 
eyes of all men. You can lift the most discouraged parish to light and cheerful toil. 
You can drag down the most enthusiastic and successful into a half-despair. 

Which shall it be in the coming months? Thirty thousand brave-hearted American 
gentlemen and Christians—who shall say what you may not accomplish for Christ and 
His Church, with God’s blessing surely on you, in this year of your office? 


FROM AN EX—RECTOR. 


A long experience with vestries enables me to write as something less than a veteran 
of what I have known of them as a rector, in the relations of parochial life. I have had 
to do with wardens and vestrymen who were invaluable as advisers, helpers, and friends, 
as well as with others who were indifferent, and some who were useless, but speaking 
generally, I believe that a rector can draw much help to himself and to his parish from 
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the ordinary vestryman. A rector whose ministry is sustained by the cordial support of 
a staff of interested wardens and vestrymen has a happy lot in life. Such a united body 
can add immeasurably to the efficiency of a rector and hold a parish in healthful life and 
activity during a vacancy in the rectorship. It would not be difficult to indicate some 
strong parishes which owe their vigor and fruitfulness even more to the fidelity of the 
men who compose the vestry than to the zeal or eloquence of their rectors—parochial or- 
ganizations in which it is a happiness to minister, where a rector of ordinary gifts is sure 
to succeed, and of which it may be said that the vestry carry the rector, lighten his 
labors, and more than double his powers of usefulness. 

Such vestries lift the parochial system above cavil and show it in its best light as the 
harmonious working together of clergy and laity for the good of souls and for the glory 
of God. In such a case there is a bond of sympathy between rector and vestry, mutual 
respect, a sort of marriage relation, in which the vestry are jealous over their rector and 
the rector reposes confidence in his vestry. They sustain the services by their constant 
presence, impart a tone of loyalty throughout the parish, and second the rector in his 
wise enterprises, and he in turn accepts the restraint of their counsel in his too impetuous 
adventures, and finds his burdens lightened by their sympathy and help: that is the idea! 
condition of parochial life of which there have been and are not a few examples, although 
they are too rare. If they could be multiplied the effect would be stimulating, and the 
Church would win for itself a commanding influence in every community where the con- 
ditions named guided and guarded the interests of the parish. Vestries as wellas rectors 
need the influence of the Spirit of God, not only the good sense and the good spirit which 
ought to prevail among gentlemen, but also the Divine grace to make them realize their 
calling and responsibility and to guide their conduct. 

The influence which one right-minded, peace-loving man, earnest and wise, may 
exercise in a vestry has been demonstrated more than once under my observation, and it 
seems to me that the hope of united, working vestries lies in that direction rather than in 
the domination of a single strong will, which has sometimes made success. 

It is hardly likely that in any of the parishes which have elected vestries this year 
there are not men who, perhaps without commanding ability, can bring into the vestry 
high purpose, noble resolve, the spirit of love and devotion, which will be of great value 
in unifying counsels, strengthening the hands of the rector, promoting the welfare of 
the parish, and contributing to the growth of the Church in the diocese and in the larger 
sphere. 

_ The rector at the head of his vestry will seek to have all the members not only actu- 
ated by right motives in regard to the parish, but informed and interested in the work of 
the diocese and in the large aims and purposes of the Church as a whole. He will en- 
courage them to take a Church paper and of course THE SPIRIT OF MIssIoNs, so that they 
may be in touch with the life of the Church and actively engaged in promoting its 
growth. The evilof parochialism is-the narrowing of interests and the fostering of self- 
ishness. The wholesome, vigorous life of the parish is fully realized only when it is 
made a fountain of life sending forth gladdening streams to refresh the waste places and 
make glad the whole City of God.

COMMISSION ON WORK AMONG THE COLORED PEOPLE. 


A STATED meeting of the Commission on 
Work among the Colored People was held 
at Washington, D. C., on Thursday, April 
21st; present, Bishop Dudley, of Kentucky, 
in the chair, Bishop Paret, of Maryland, 
Bishop Weed, of Florida, the Rev. Drs. 
Eccleston and Newton, and Messrs. Bryan, 
Davis, King, McCall and Pellew. 

The treasurer’s statement showed that on 
March 1st there was an unexpended balance 
in the treasury of $23,868.73. 

The Rey. Dr. Eccleston and Mr. Davis pre- 
sented resolutions touching the lamented 
death of the Rev. Henry R. Pyne, the late 
efficient secretary of the Commission, which 
were adopted by a standing vote. These 
resolutions were published in the May num- 
ber of this magazine. Mr. Henry E. Pellew 
was then elected secretary. 

The secretary gave the following summary 
of Church work among Colored people in 
dioceses and jurisdictions not assisted by 
the Commission, made from returns in forty 
out of forty-seven reports, viz: One diocese 
with 3 churches or congregations; 3 dio- 
ceses with 2 churches or congregations; 9 
dioceses with 1 church or congregation; 27 
dioceses with no church or congregation; 7 
not reporting—a total of 18 churches with 
9 clergymen and 8 lay helpers; 14 Sunday- 
schools with 1,184 pupils; 1 day and 3 in- 
dustrial schools; contributing $18,991.41 
and receiving $10,654.33. The number of 
communicants is 1,474; the number of bap- 
tisms is 318, and the number of confirmed 
207. There are also 1 postulant and 2 can- 
didates for Holy Orders. 

Bishop Paret announced that the trustees 
of King Hall, Washington, D. C., had ten- 
dered the position of warden, vacant since 
January 8th, 1891, to the Rev. W. V. Tun- 


nell, professor of rhetoric and English liter- 
ature at Howard University. 

The memorandum of agreement with Mr. 
Tunnell was read by the secretary, and it 
was voted that the Commission had heard 
with satisfaction the announcement of Mr. 
Tunnell’s appointment and would do all in 
its power to insure the successful develop- 
ment of the work at King Hall. Mr. Tun- 
nell is a Colored Presbyter. 

It was also 

Resolved : That such portion of the sum of $1,500 
reserved for educational purposes at King Hall, as 
may be required for the payment of the salary of 
the warden of King Hall at the rate of $1,700 per an- 
num, be placed at the disposal of the treasurer of 
that institution; and that the Treasurer of the 


Board of Domestic and Foreign Missions be informed 
of this action of the Commission; also 


Resolved; That the Commission recommends to 
the Board of Managers to make appropriations for 
the next fiscal year at the same rate for the same 
amounts and to the same parties as in the appropria- 
tions for the current year, except that the appro 
priation for King Hall be increased from the rate of 
$1,500 per annum to the rate of $1,700 per annum, 


Bishop Dudley, chairman of the special 
committee appointed January 7th to con- 
sider and report upon the resolution of the 
General Convention of 1889, requiring the 
opinion of the Commission as to what change, 
if any, should be made in the Church can- 
ons to render the work of the Commission 
more effective, presented a report, which 
on motion was received for the purpose of 
consideration. 

The resolutions contained in the report 
are to the following effect: 

Articles X, XI, and XII, of Canon VII, of Title III, 
shall hereafter read as follows: 

ARTICLE X. The Bishops in the several dioceses 
and missionary jurisdictions in the states of Dela- 
ware, Maryland (including the District of Colum-* 


bia), West Virginia, Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
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‘ 

Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Missouri, Kentucky, 
and Tennessee, or so many of them as, within thirty 
days after the passage of this canon, shall signify in 
writing to the Board of Managers their consent to 
act, together with the Missionary Bishop provided 
for by Article XI, shall constitute the Commission 
for the Work of the Church among Colored People 
within those dioceses, with exclusive jurisdiction 
over that work, and with power to receive appro- 
priations for it from the Board of Managers, and to 
solicit further aid from the Church, and to appro- 
priate the moneys so received within the said dio- 
ceses and missionary jurisdictions. The Commis- 
sion hereby constituted shall hold at least two 
meetings in each year, one on —~-— and one on 

It may also hold such other meetings as 
may be requested by three members of the Commis- 
sion by letter addressed to the said Missionary 
Bishop. At all meetings four of the said Bishops, 
together with the said Missionary Bishop, shall con- 
stitute a quorum. The office of the Commission 
shall be in —-— The Board of Managers 
shall have the custody of the moneys either appro- 
priated by the Board or received from other sources 
for the use of these missions, and, in making their 
appropriations for these dioceses, will take into con- 
sideration the magnitude of the work entrusted to 
the Commission. 

ARTICLE XI. The House of Deputies, on the 
nomination of the House of Bishops, shall elect from 
the members of the House of Bishops, or other 
qualified clergy, a Missionary Bishop, to have charge 
of this mission, who shall be governed in his conduct 
of the mission under his charge by the directions of 
the Commission created above by Article X, and to 
whom any Diocesan Bishop may grant the powers of 
an Assistant Bishop within his diocese, such powers 
to be exercised solely and exclusively among the 
Colored population of the diocese. 

ARTICLE XII. It shall be competent for any mem- 
ber of said Commission, upon giving three months’ 
notice thereof to the Board of Managers, to with- 
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draw from said Commission, and upon the taking 
effect of such withdrawal all the relations of said 
Commission and of said Missionary Bishop to and 
authority within the diocese of such resigned Bishop 
shall cease and terminate. 

Article X, as now numbered in said Canon, will 
be hereafter known as Article XIII. 


The report further recommends that the 
General Convention be requested to make 
effort to secure for the Missionary Bishop 
whom it is asked to elect, a proper territo- 
rial jurisdiction. 

The committee, consisting of Bishop Dud- 
ley, Bishop Paret, the Rev. Dr. Eccleston, 
and Mr. J. C. Bancroft Davis, were equally 
divided on the subject of adopting these 
resolutions. Bishop Dudley and Mr. Davis 
supported them; Bishop Paret and Dr. Kc- 
cleston dissented from the principles and the 
methods of action proposed. 

As an amendment Bishop Paret moved 
the following resolution: 

That the president of the OCommission be in- 
structed to report to the General Convention that, 
in the judgment of this Commission, no changes are 
required in the canon law of the Church to make its 
work more effective. 

General discussion took place, and finally, 
on motion of Bishop Dudley, the matter 
was postponed until the next meeting of 
the Commission. 

The Commission adjourned, to meet at 
Washington on Thursday, June 16th. 


CHINATOWNS ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 


THE Rev. Dr. C. F. Beard has been visit- 
ing the various Chinatowns in San Fran- 
cisco, Sacramento, Los Angeles and other 
places on the Pacific coast, and in a letter to 
the American Missionary Magazine he 
writes: ‘‘ My first introduction to China- 
town was in San Francisco. There are 
many Chinatowns on the Pacific coast, but 
the largest and central one may stand for 
them all. No part of San Francisco excels 
its Chinatown in location and topography. 
They who are absolutely unwelcome hold 
their place in the very heart of this brilliant 
Pacific metropolis. How have they done 
it? Chiefly by being unwelcome. Some- 
one who loved money rented Chin a shop or 
store. That was the beginning. His next 
neighbor thereupon, when his lease expired, 
moved out. It was rather difficult now to 
rent the store to an American, and an 
Asiatic who was ready to pay the price, got 
it. Then there were two, Chin and Chow. 


This made the rentals on either side of them 
less to be desired, so that before long Wong 
had one place and Yong had the other. 
Now there were four. This process repeat- 
ing itself gave the Asiatics the possession of 
the block, which made the next block theirs, 
and so on until they had a section. As the 
Mongolian moved in the Caucasian moved 
out. The forces of attraction once started, 
included and excluded those whom they 
acted upon, until in the centre of San Fran- 
cisco is a good sized city of Asia, Its in- 
habitants live, and move, and have their 
being in China. The architecture has been 
changed and largely made Chinese; the 
shops and stores are Chinese; the dress is 
Chinese; the food is Chinese; the places of 
worship are Chinese; the theatres are Chi- 
nese; the language is Chinese. You are in 
a section of China. 

‘«« After this I visited many Chinese mis- 


gion stations in other cities and towns in

California. Everywhere in these places, 
the Chinese—located by themselves—have 
made larger and smaller Chinatowns, with 
their merchants, mechanics, artificers, 
apothecaries and doctors, places of amuse- 
ment and worship. But somewhere was 
the Christian mission hall, with school and 
chapel. I found in Oakland, in Fresno, in 
Los Angeles, in Santa Barbara and Sacra- 
‘mento, as in other places, the faithful pas- 
tors deeply interested in this work, and 
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giving it much personal sympathy. Many 
churches were welcoming the converted 
heathen to their membership, and doing 
much to remove the belief that it is use- 
less to try to save Chinese souls in this 
country. Several pastors assured me that 
the public sentiment, with respect to Chris- 
tian duty to these tens of thousands from 
heathen Asia, had changed greatly for the 
better, and that the tone of the public press 
is becoming more considerate and just.” 


MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


ALASKA.—Bishop H. T, Bachman, who 
has recently returned from an official visit 
to the Moravian mission stations in Alaska, 
in an address at Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, 
says that the annexation of that country to 
the United States has not been a good thing 
for the half-breeds, Indians, and Esquimaux, 
with the exception of those who have come 
under the care of the missionaries. Here 
is his account of what has occurred, and of 
the urgent need of more being done for the 
temporal, moral and spiritual well-being of 
‘these thousands of perishing victims of 
man’s inhumanity to man”: ‘In regard 
to the great mass of the 30,000 people of 
Alaska, the annexation of their territory to 
the United States has not proved to be a 
good thing as yet; on the contrary, tae 
complaints of missionaries, teachers, and 
other Christians, become more bitter year 
by year as to the wrongs and evils endured 
by the natives fzom American whalers, 
fishermen, traders,and miners. The Aleuts, 
Innuits, Thlinkets, and other tribes compos- 
ing the Esquimaux and Indians of Alaska, 
are a comparatively harmless race. They 
are barbarians but not savages. The Es- 
quimaux, particularly, are a nation of chil- 
dren—little children. Credulous, ignorant, 
and simple-hearted, they are the ready vic- 

_tims of the stronger race from the States. 
If they were not such, they would quickly 
revolt against the injustice and oppression 
under which they suffer, from the greed, 
lust, and lasciviousness of many of the 
whites that come among them. American 
commerce seizes upon their resources, and 
gives nothing in return for the treasures of 
furs, fish, and gold that it carries off from 
that desolate land. A revolution in Alaska 
would be far more justifiable than the Rev- 
olution of ’%6, for our wrongs then were 


mere trifles compared to theirs, and they 
belong to a country that still professes to 
cherish the Declaration of Independence. 
The story of ravage and rapine in Mexico 
and Peru by the blood-thirsty Spaniard is 
being re-enacted to-day in Alaska by Ameri- 
cans! But if we as a people and our strong 
government can defraud and wrong and 
slaughter the Indians of our temperate zone, 
shall we blamethe cowardly miscreants who 
go to the Arctics to rob and wrong the help- 
less Esquimaux? Niebuhr’s assertion that 
an uncivilized people has never derived 
benefit from a civilized race is too sweep- 
ing—the history of missions in our own and 
other churches is a standing protest against 
the assertion. But there is strong ground 
for it, since civilized savages do demoralize 
and degrade uncivilized heathen still further, 
so that their last state becomes worse than 
the first, and they become more and more 
inaccessible to the gracious overtures of 
Christianity. Need we wonder to find the 
abused and demoralized natives at Carmel, 
on the Nushagak, and at many other places, 
turning away and spurning the cup of sal- 
vation because it is presented by a white 
hand ? 

‘“‘Dear friends, if the annexation of 
Alaska to our enlightened country is to be a 
benefit to the Creoles, Esquimaux, and In- 
dians of that dreary land, those who are the 
true children of light must do what their 
hands find to do with all their might in or- 
der to make it such.” 

SoutH DaKxotTa.—The Church News, Bish- 
op Hare’s official paper, gives interesting 
particulars of the lamented death of the 
Rev. George Paypay, one of the faithful 
Indian Deacons of the jurisdiction, and also 
of Ben Sky, a devout Indian communicant. 
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Of Mr. Paypay’s death a writer in the 
News says: ‘‘ During the absence of our be- 
loved Bishop in Japan, death has entered 
our ranks and taken from our midst our 
brother, the Rev. George Paypay, native 
Deacon. He departed on the evening of 
March 6th, the First Sunday in Lent. The 
sickness which caused his death was Bright’s 
disease. About a month before his death 
the Priest-in-charge visiting his stations 
found him in bed sick with what appeared 
to be congestion of the lungs. He had gone 
to St. Thomas’ station a few days before on 
avery cold day and caught cold. He was 
forty miles away from the agency; but the 
doctor was sent for, who reached him a few 
days after and pronounced his case critical. 
He rallied so that he could get around; and 
we all hoped he might recover. We were 
to be disappointed. He grew worse and 
suffered greatly. The Indians came for 
miles around and camped by his home. 

‘‘ His mind was clear to the last, and al- 
most to his last breath he was speaking 
words of counsel to his brethren in behalf 
of Christ and His Church. 

‘* When the Priest-in-charge, after driv- 
ing thirty-five or forty miles across the 
prairie, swimming his horse through the 
creek and getting wet himself, reached the 
mission station to bury his brother, it was 
a touching sight to see the people, most of 
whom were once heathen, but now Chris- 
tians through his teaching, camped in their 
tepees around his home, and as they came 
up and shook hands with us, the usual 
‘How’ was not spoken, but the silent grasp 
and the look of the tearful eye told, more 
than words could have done, how sad they 
felt. Borne upon the shoulders of six men, 
followed by his wife, mother, sisters, and 
the other Indians, we took him to the chapel 
he loved so well, and thence to the grave- 
yard, and laid his body in ‘God’s acre,’ 
which he had chosen. He had labored for 
many years for the Church as sexton, cat- 
echist, and Deacon.” 

Of the death of Ben Sky, the Rev. Charles 
R. Stroh writes to the Church News: ‘‘In 
the death of Ben Sky, one of our Santee 
Indian men, after a long struggle with that 
dread disease, consumption, the Church 
Militant has lost a most faithful and devoted 
son, and we all mourn the loss of a friend 
and brother. Always gentle and quiet in 
his ways, but firm and faithful in the per- 
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formance of the duties which belong to the 
Christian life, his example is a living ser- 
mon to us all by which, though being dead, 
he yet speaketh and exhorteth us to be like- 
wise faithful and devoted to our Master and 
Saviour. : 

‘As he was confined to his bed some 
months before his death, I administered the 
Holy Communion several times at his house, 
at his earnest request. Those were happy 
days for him. He would wait longingly 
for my coming and then after the service, 
when I was about to depart, he would grasp 
my hand and say with much feeling: ‘ Mr. 
Stroh I am so glad you came, and now my 
heart is very happy and I feel strong.’ 
Shortly before his death on the occasion of 
one of my visits, he called his wife to his 
bedside and said: ‘Jane, I want the minis- 
ter to hear what I shall request to you; I want 
you to promise me to send our children al- 
ways to one of our Church schools, so that 
they will learn everything that Christians 
ought to know. Remember my request, 
Jane!’ 

‘“‘At confirmation the Bishop gives every 
Indian man and woman a nickel-plated cross 
as a memento of the event, and they prize 
it very highly. During his illness Ben al- 
ways wore this cross under his under-vest 
and suspended by a ribbon, and desired it to 
be buried withhim, A large congregation of 
sincere mourners were present at his funeral, 
many of whom had raised a contribution 
among themselves to provide a good coffin 
for him as a token of their regard. The 
coffins generally used are plain pine boards 
painted or stained a dark brown or black. 

‘‘ Before his death he would frequently 
exhort the young men to avoid all things 
that would tend to make them careless or 
indifferent to their duties as Christians and 
to strive to live as good Christian men ought 
to live. And thus in his death we mourn 
the loss of a faithful and affectionate Chris- 
tian brother; but in our sorrow we also re- 
joice to know that God’s love is thus glori- 
ously manifested in the hearts of our Indian 
brethren, and with grateful hearts we ex- 
claim: ‘To Thee alone, O God, be all the 
praise!’ ” 

Death of the Rev. C. S. Cook.—To the 
great sorrow of the Bishop and the mem- 
bers of this jurisdiction the Rev. Charles 
S. Cook died on Good Friday last, April 
15th. Mr. Cook was well known to many 
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Church people at the East as well as in the 
West, and had many friends, who es- 
teemed him most highly for his intelligence 
and strong Christian faith, and for his ability 
and fidelity in the Ministry. He was gradu- 
ated from Trinity College, in 1881, as a 
Bachelor of Arts and, in 1887, received a 
Master’s degree. From an obituary notice 
in the Courant of Hartford, where he was 
most favorably known throughout his col- 
legiate course, we take the following: 
‘‘While here, he was a faithful member of 
the academic body, commending himself to 
his fellow-students not solely by his melody 
of voice and swiftness of foot, but also by 
his consistent goodness of character; while 
the faculty and others who had to do with 
him found him earnest and _true, ready to 
take advantage of the opportunities which 
were offered him, and constantly advancing 
in intellectual and spiritual growth. After 
his graduation here, he studied theology at 
the Seabury Divinity-school in Fairbault, 
Minnesota, and received the degree of Bach- 
elor of Divinity in 1885. From that time 
he devoted his life to the active work of a 
missionary to his own people, his station 
being at the Pine Ridge agency in South 
Dakota. a 

“‘To the self-denying excellence and pa- 
tience of that work, testimony has been 
borne by Bishop Hare, and by all who have 
had the opportunity of observing it; and 
almost no one has so well proved the possi- 
bilities of the Indian race, or spoken so per- 
suasively on their behalf to the people of 
the East, as Mr. Cook has done. Both his 
spoken addresses and his written letters 
have testified to his thorough understanding 
of the problems of the civilization and the 
conversion of the Indians, and to his deter- 
mination to devote to the solution of that 
problem all the ability, natural and acquired, 
with which God had endowed him. The 
story of all that he and his noble wife did at 
the time of the Indian massacre, now con- 
siderably more than a year ago, need not be 
repeated now; it left him thoroughly ex- 
hausted, and he spent the winter before last 
in southern California. He had resumed 
his work and was continuing it, though 
urged to take another rest, when he was 
prostrated by a succession of hemorrhages. 
He died peacefully on Good Friday evening, 
the 15th instant. The rest and the change 


which he needed, he has now; but the loss 
to the Indian work is very great.” 


WASHINGTON. —The Rev. L. W. Applegate 
early in the present year was appointed by 
Bishop Paddock to supervise as dean a newly 
opened part of the State of Washington, and 
soon after his appointment made an official 
tour of his jurisdiction. Describing this 
tour, Mr. Applegate writes: ‘‘I left home 
on Tuesday morning for Mount Vernon, 
the county-seat of Skagit county, a town of 
1,200 persons. There I started a mission 
four months ago, and have given them oc- 
casional week-day services; a lawyer in 
town has kept up a service each Sunday, 
and others have sustained a Sunday-school 
of about thirty children. I had sent my 
organist ahead to prepare music for the ser- 
vice, and a crowded hall greeted me in the 
evening. The service was hearty and the 
people very attentive. The ladies had fitted 
up a lectern and purchased an organ, which 
is being paid for by monthly instalments. 
We have in Mount Vernon about twenty 
communicants, but Christians of various 
names associate themselves with us. The 
Methodists hold regular services here and 
have a membership of only sixteen. The 
Baptists and ‘Christians’ (Campbellites) 
each have buildings; the former is closed, 
the latter unfinished. The Church can have 
the town almost entire if it will care for it. 
This we are doing. Since my visit I have 
secured for them the help of Mr. W. J. 
Dickson, who will take this mission in con- 
nection with Burlington, and also look after 
the hamlets of Avon, Skagit city and Kir. 

“‘T was in Burlington the next evening— 
a village in the midst of eight square miles 
of small farms of ten acres each, all settled. 
It is only four miles from Mount Vernon, 
and is the junction of the Great Northern 
and the Seattle and Northern railroads. It 
is growing steadily and is destined to bea 
place of some importance. Although the 
night was rainy, I held the first Church ser- 
vice in that village with a congregation of 
nearly 100. Here the Methodists hold ser- 
vices each alternate Sunday evening. After 
this we shall hold services every Sunday, 
and the people generally will co-operate 
with us. Here I accepted the donation of 
four lots on a prominent corner for church 
and rectory, and when I made bold enough 
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to ask for the other ten lots in the block, and 
told them I wanted them to be kept for a 
rise in value, that I might sell a part of them 
to secure money for a parish building, etc., 
in the future, they agreed to let me have 
them for only $200. They are now worth 
fully $1,000. 

‘“‘From thence I went to Sedro, seven 
miles up the valley, where last fall we 
opened a hospital, the only one in Skagit 
county, in an unoccupied hotel. We have 
since received a deed of the property, with 
four lots of land as a gift. This hospital 
receives the county patronage as well as 
private patients. It accommodates forty pa- 
tients and, under the best of management 
by trained nurses and a resident physician, 
is rapidly gaining an excellent reputation. 
We hope soon to make it self-supporting. I 
held service in the dining-room at the hos- 
pital, and through rain and mud about fifty 
persons gathered for a very impressive ser- 
vice. This is the point where we ought to 
place a clergyman, as chaplain to the hos- 
pital, to care also for missions along the 
Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern railroad. 
The town is suffering the after-effects of a 
‘boom,’ and a strong mission would be im- 
possible for the present, but a foundation 
can now be laid for the future. 

‘¢ The next day we journeyed twelve miles 
to Hamilton, up the river, the present 
terminus of railroad travel in the valley, 
and the headquarters for all the supplies 
used in the Cascade regions, miners’ and 
lumber camps—a place now of about 600 
people, but sure to develop rapidly. Oppo- 
site the town site is an iron mountain being 
developed, which, it is claimed, will make 
the place the Pittsburgh of the West. There 
is no resident minister, only one church 
building and parsonage owned by the Re- 
formed denomination, in which the Bap- 
tists and Methodists hold a service on alter- 
nate Sundays. ‘The Reformed people have 
never held services because they cannot 
secure a minister acceptable to the English- 
speaking people. 

‘‘OQur experience here was remarkable. 
I sent my organist out to hunt up singers 
and I went on a hunt for Church people. 
Church people there meant Christian people, 
so I found myself visiting Romanists and 
Presbyterians and those of other names, 
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The result was the finding of about half-a- 
dozen Church people, four Roman Catholic 
families (who will co-operate with us), and 
Presbyterians asking us to establish services. 
The leading Reformed men said: ‘ Here is 
a church and rectory ; come here and we 
will join your Church; it is the nearest our 
own in the land.’ My organist appeared 
with two ladies (Roman Catholics), beauti- 
ful singers, who rendered the music well 
and led the responses for a congregation of 
fully seventy-five people. The church build- 
ing was shockingly dirty, and the organist 
and myself took off our coats and swept and 
dusted, filled lamps, adjusted cushions, and 
in an hour and a half the building was 
transformed. 

‘¢ Saturday’s work was the hardest, when, 
to catch a train to bring us home for Sun- 
day, we had to walk eighteen miles (twelve 
before breakfast) on railroad ties in drench- 
ing rain. 

‘« Here is one week’s work, with immedi- 
ate openings for three men, and where we 
ought to build now five chapels at least, and 
all that was true of that week, I could re- 
peat in as many different localities for eight 
weeks, among the eighty towns and hamlets 
of the deanery committed to my care. We 
are the new part of the state, where rail- 
roads have come only within the last eigh- 
teen months, where two years ago sixty of 
these towns and hamlets had no existence, 
where thousands of people are developing 
homes, and where the soil, lumber and 
minerals are as rich as any in the earth. 

“TJ have a plan for supplying services that 
will require very little missionary aid, ex- 
cept in extreme cases, and I am gathering 
men as fast as they can be found. In each 
place, we can get land donated for a chapel 
and the people will pledge themselves to 
pay all the expense of labor in erecting an 
edifice. I want to secure them a loan for 
$500 at a low rate of interest, with which 
to buy the materials. 

T wish that some of the parishes in the 
East would give each $100 to supply the 
chancel furniture, and some guild in the 
parishes would supply altar linen, hangings 
and surplices, that from the very first we 
might have the influence of a well-rendered 
service. These are the only gifts we ask 
for,”

BISHOP HARE’S VISIT TO SHANGHAI. 


THE Rev. Y. K. Yen writes from the rec- 
tory of the Church of Our Saviour, Shang- 
hai, March 2ist, as follows: ‘‘ The Church 
of Our Saviour had a refreshing visit from 
Bishop Hare. The occasion had in it un- 
usual interest because he was the first 
Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
whom any country ever welcomed as a 
guest. The Japanese Church had the 
Bishop of Exeter last year, and it was a 
pleasure to be able to say that we had the 
Bishop of South Dakota. 

“The Bishop landed on the bund of the 
British Concession at 8 P, M. of the 4th inst. 
The ‘Empress of Japan’ was expected at 
the entrance of the river at 4 A. M. and the 
launch with the mail and passengers was to 
come in at eight o’clock, so several of us 
were at the wharf in due time, while the 
rest—the Chinese clergy having been called 
together from the stations by Archdeacon 
Thomson—waited at my home. Finally, 
the launch came alongside the wharf from 
whence the archdeacon brought Bishop Hare 
to my house. It had been raining all day, 
and the physical surroundings were gloomy, 
but the hearts were warm and faces cheer- 
ful that greeted him at both places. 

“‘ After some refreshment the whole com- 
pany repaired to the Church of Our Saviour, 
and the Bishop addressed them, according 
to a programme which had been sent him 
in Japan. Hissubject was ‘Reminiscences,’ 
showing how his past life has been full of 
surprises, but that each one led to another 
and also prepared the way for it, and that 
all of them have led to and prepared the 
way for his present visit to the East. 
add, as a note, that the Hare family was in 
another way linked with Ohina, for the late 
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Rev. Dr. Geo. Emlen Hare freely educated 
two Chinese in his academy in Philadelphia 
in the year 1885 and 1886. It was some- 
where about 9.30 P.M. when the Rev. Mr. 
Pott escorted the Bishop to St. John’s. 

‘¢On Sunday, the 6th inst., the Bishop and 
the archdeacon were present at the Church 
of Our Saviour at the morning service. 
There was a large and enthusiastic congre- 
gation to welcome the Bishop, although 
the weather was unfavorable. The Bishop 
addressed them from St. John x., 10. 
The words were full of meaning and sug- 
gestions, refreshing, quickening, and stir- 
ring with thankfulness to God, and withal 
interspersed with apt illustrations, such as 
the Easterns delight to hear. From his 
habit of speaking to the Indians and Japan- 
ese through interpreters, the Bishop used 
expressions and a style that were easily 
translated, so that I am sure nothing was 
lost to the audience except, of course, the 
directness of touch of heart to heart which 
only immediate speaking gives. In the 
Communion which followed, the Bishop gave 
in English the absolution and the benedic- 
tion, which, though the congregation could 
not follow in sound and words they did in 
sense and spirit, just as he could say amen 
to the prayers in Chinese. I may add, as 
an item of strangeness in my country, that 
two Foochowese, who are now worshipping 
in my church, understood the Bishop’s ser- 
mon in English better than my rendering 
in Chinese; and as an item of greater 
strangeness, that they and I speak to one 
another in English, because our respective 
vernaculars are entirely dissimilar. This 
by the way. 

“After the service the Bishop walked 
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down the aisle and spoke a kind word to 
one and all. It was a happy day to all. 
From here he and the archdeacon proceeded 
to St. Paul’s Church in Kongwan. Between 
the 8th and the 16th he was on a visit to 
Hankow and Wuchang. 

‘On Friday, the 17th, at 1.80 P. M., Bishop 
Hare returned to Shanghai. I was the first 
to meet him on board the river steamboat 
and invited him to my rectory. Privately 
it was a pleasure to do so, and publicly I 
had an object in view, which was to en- 
able him to see more of such of the elder 
Chinese clergy as are located in Shanghai 
and its neighborhood, those of far off sta- 
tions having gone to their homes, and to ask 
whatever questions he might wish, so that 
he could report to the Church: ‘I have 
gathered information from all sides.’ He 
asked us about our work, our experiences, 
our hopes, our fears, and about matters 
connected with evangelization in general 
and our own Church in particular. We 
handed him, also, an address which had 
been signed by all, Presbyters, Deacons, and 
evangelists, when together in my rectory on 
the 4th inst. The conversation was carried 
far into the evening, and we separated after 
prayers. 
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“On the 18th, at 12 M., the Bishop, the 
archdeacon and the Shanghai clergy sat in 
a group and were photographed by a Mr. 
Satow, a Japanese Christian. Musing upon 
this fact alone, well may one exclaim, 
‘What hath God wrought?’ Men from all 
parts of God’s globe were here linked to- 
gether in the bond of love and fellowship in 
Christ. Who but God alone hath done it, 
and who but He alone can do it? Looking 
on the lowest view only, Christianity must 
ever be greater and more powerful than 
paganism, Mohammedanism, Buddhism, 
sageism, or any other humanism. 

‘*At 1.80 P. M. the Bishop left on the 
Japanese steamer ‘Saikio Maro,’ which, by 
the way, was moored in front of the Church 
of Our Saviour and in sight of it, and we 
wished him God-speed. As an episode, I 
handed him a few notes on the question of 
the Chinese in the United States. This is 
not in my line, but Ican but be interested 
in the welfare of my countrymen wherever 
they are. 

‘‘ We are thankful for the Bishop’s visit, 
and we enjoyedit. Surely it portends good 
for the Church in China. Who knows but 
that it also marks a new epoch in her his- 
tory ?”

A JOYFUL MISSIONARY. 


HENRY MARTYN was not only a man of 
great talent, but his mathematical and lin- 
guistic attainments were almost unrivalled, 
but all the dignity to which he aspired was 
for Jesus’ sake to be the servant of those in 
India and Persia among whom he labored. 
«‘T do not wish,” he said, ‘‘for any Heaven 
upon earth besides that of preaching the 
Gospel of Christ to immortal souls.” 

It was, indeed, to him a most joyous 
work, and he was one of the most joyful of 
Christians, though sometimes he has been 
represented as otherwise, When he was 


about to set out for Persia, Sir John Mal- 
com of Bombay gave him a letter of intro- 
duction to Sir Gore Ousely, the British am- 
bassador in that country. Sir John intro- 
duces him as, “ altogether a very learned 
and cheerful man, but a great enthusiast in 
his holy calling. Iam satisfied that if you 
ever see him you will be pleased with him. 
He will give you grace before and after 
dinner, and admonish such of your party as 
take the Lord’s Name in vain; but his good 
sense and great learning will delight you. 
The writer of this letter was right in hig 
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estimate of this eminent missionary and of 
his influence. The British minister in Per- 
sia and other leading foreigners, and also 
natives in high positions, were greatly 
pleased with him and became his firm 
friends, and some of them were much in- 
fluenced for good by him. During his whole 


illness at Tabriz, the ambassador from Eng- 
land and his wife tenderly nursed him, 
and when he recovered and completed his 
translation of the New Testament, Sir Gore 
Ousely presented a copy of it to the King 
of Persia, who publicly expressed his ap- 
proval of the work. 


CHINA. 


AN ADDRESS TO BISHOP HARE, 


A TRANSLATION of the address of Chinese 
clergymen and evangelists to Bishop Hare, 
referred to on another page by the Rev. Mr. 
Yen, reads as follows: 

‘‘The Chinese Clergy and Evangelists in 
Shanghai, Poo-shan, and Kia ding, to the 
Right Rev. W. H. Hare, D.D.: 

‘* RIGHT REV. AND DEAR SIR: 

“It is fo us an occasion for great con- 
gratulation that you have come to our 
country to learn the affairs of the Church. 
We regret that we are not able to.open our 
hearts’ feelings to you orally, on account of 
our not knowing each other’s language, and 
80 we wish to put them on paper so that 
when you return you may report to the 
whole Church some aspects of the work 
here. 

‘¢ We find that evangelization in our land 
is not so encouraging as it is in Japan. 
The mission of our Church has been estab- 
lished here for fifty years and the member- 
ship is only 762 persons (report of 1891); 
while in Japan it is a little over thirty years 
old and the membership is 1,277. Though 
we, the clergy and the evangelists, do our 
duties according to our offices, the com- 
municants increase but slowly. This has 
given us much anxiety, and we fear that 
Christians in America have not been alto- 
gether satisfied. 

‘(We may say that our countrymen’s 
character is, in many respects, different 
from that of other people; they cling to the 
old, and they are unable to change; they lay 
stress on temporal affairs and slight the 
spiritual; they concern themselves little with 
the future life. These are the effects of 
the discipline of life for ages. An imme- 
diate change of character is not easy. Again, 
there is a want of cordiality between our 
country and others, there is a barrier in con- 
sequence of which Christianity is looked 
upon with distrust by our people. In these 
conditions lies the difficulty of the spread of 


the Christian religion. The evangelization 
of to-day, for the most part, may be likened 
to digging up new lands; the sowing is yet 
to come, and the harvesting still further on. 

“¢ We feel sure, however, that Christianity 
will in the end prosper; only it is tempora- 
vily delayed. We trust that Christians in 
America will wait in patience, for in God’s 
appointed time China will also become the 
heritage of Christ. What we petition the 
Church for is that she will continue to send 
laborers to our country and necessary funds 
for the yearly support of the work, in re- 
sponse to the will of God the Father, that 
all the world should come to Him.” 

The address was signed by four Presby- 
ters, ten Deacons, and two evangelists, 


EXAMINATIONS AT ST. MARY’S HALL AND 
ST. JOHN’S COLLEGE. 

The Rey. Robert K. Massie sends the fol- 
lowing report of the last examinations at 
St. Mary’s Hall and St. John’s College: 

ST. MARY’S HALL. 

Class I.—Miss Dodson, Teacher.—The ex- 
amination was conducted by the Rev. E. 
H. Thomson and Miss Dodson. The subjects 
on which this class was examined were read- 
ing, spelling, translating from English into 
Chinese and from Chinese into English, and, 
for a portion of the class, geography. There 
was considerable difficulty, not to be won- 
dered at under the circumstances, in getting 
the girls to reply loudly enough to be clearly 
heard. The class did well in reading and 
spelling, and also when questioned on the 
substance of what had been read. The 
geography was especially good. 


Class II.—Miss Dodson, Teacher.—This 


class has been studying English only five 
months, and its good progress is evident 
from the fact that the instruction is mainly 
givenin the English language. The subjects 
were reading, spelling, and blackboard ex- 
ercises. English sentences were written on 


the board to be corrected and translated ° 
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into Chinese, The class did well in reading 
and spelling and especially in the blackboard 
exercises. Four of the most advanced pu- 
pils of the first class then gave us some in- 
strumental music, which they rendered quite 
well. The examinations, on the whole, re- 
flected credit both on the pupils and on the 
faithfulness with which they have been 
taught. I was also favorably impressed 
with the neat appearance and the deport- 
ment of the girls. After the distribution of 
the prizes, there was an address by the Rev. 
K. H. Thomson, and the school was dis- 
missed for the New Year vacation. 


ST. JOHN'S COLLEGE. . 

Class IV., Grade B.—This class is taught 
by Mr. Nion Tsu Pow, and has studied Eng- 
lish five months. I examined the class in 
reading, spelling and writing. Mr. Pott 
examined in translating from English into 
Chinese and from Chinese into English, 
The reading was fairly good, the spelling 
was good, and the writing was quite good, 
showing a degree of carefulness not always 
found in classes of the same grade at home. 
When we remember the short time the class 
has been studying English, and also the fact 
that the instruction is given mainly through 
the medium of English, we see that the 
progress made is on the whole creditable and 
satisfactory. 

Class IV., Grade A.—This class, like that 
of the morning, is also taught by Mr. Nion 
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Tsu Pow. The studies were the same as in 
the other class with the addition of geog- 
raphy. This class has been studying English 
longer, and on examination gave proof of 
creditable progress; the geography being 
especially good. 

Class 11I., Grade A.—The class is taught 
by Dr. Mathews in reading, spelling, and 
writing. The reading was pretty good, and 
the class did especially well at giving in 
their own words the substance of the mat- 
ter read. The spelling was good, and the 
writing, as in other classes examined, was 
quite good. I examined the same class in 
English grammar and geography, in which 
studies they have Mr. Chow as their teacher, 
The examination on these subjects was 
also creditable, the geography being espec- 
ially good. 

Class IIL, Grade B.—1 examined this 
class of seventeen boys, taught by Mr. 
Chow, in reading, spelling, writing, gram- 
mar, and geography. The progress made 
in all these studies was good. I would say 
of this class, as of all that I examined, that 
it seems to be more difficult to teach them 
to read well than to do other things well, a 
difficulty not confined, however, to Chinese 
students. The class did remarkably well in 
geography. In concluding the report, let 
me say that in all the classes examined by 
me I found evidence of faithfulness on the 
part of the teacher, and a teachable spirit 
on the part of the pupils. 


JAPAN, 


A PROPOSED NEW SCHOOL. 

Tum Rev. J. Lindsay Patton, who is sta- 
tioned at Mayebashi, writing from Tokyo, 
March 9th, says that it is proposed to open 
a free school for poor children whose par- 
ents cannot pay for their education, of 
whom there are many. It is hoped by this 
plan not ouly to help the children, but in 
this way to disarm the prejudices against 
the Christian religion of the older genera- 
tion. 

Mr. Patton says that the great difficulty 
in the way of success in this good work is 
the want of money. For about thirty dol- 
lars a month for nine months such a school 
as he proposes, educating from fifty to 100 
ehildren, could be maintained. As the chil- 


dren grew older some of them might be 
placed in the mission schools in Tokyo for a 
higher education. 

Mr. Patton says: ‘‘I mentioned the sub- 
ject to Bishop Hare. He approved most 
heartily of it, and gave his consent for me 
to make application to the Board with re- 
gard to it. I know the effort required to 
meet its many engagements, so I want to 
ask for ‘specials. If some of our conse- 
crated laymen wish to help the Master’s 
work, here is an opportunity. If the Board 
also would allow me to appeal to some of 
my friends in America, perhaps I might as- 
sist in raising the necessary amount. Ihave 
already mentioned the plan to some of my 
kinsfolk, who, I think, will help.”

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SHOOTING TIGERS. 


THE Rev. C. B. Leupolt, who was for 
more than forty years a missionary at 
Benares, was fond of telling a story which 
illustrates the fact that people see what they 
look for, and that the ignorance of an honest 
witness proves nothing when opposed to 
positive evidence on the other side. 

Mr. Leupolt’s story was to this effect: A 
certain young officer was loudly expressing 
his utter disbelief in missionary work. 
‘¢ The whole thing’s a cheat, don’t you know. 
I’ve been at Benares, and never saw a mis- 
sionary, much less a convert. Never heard 
of any work being done there. Must have 
known if there had been,’’ and more to the 
same effect. When there was a pause in 
the fluent gentleman’s talk, Mr. Leupolt 
quietly remarked, ‘‘ Are you aware that 
there are no tigers in India?” ‘‘ No tigers 
in India?” indignantly said the officer; 
‘‘ what do you mean by a statement like 
that?” ‘‘Well,” said Mr. Leupolt, ‘I’ve 
been more than half my life in that land, 
and I’ve never seen a tiger once,” ‘‘ But, 
sir, I have both seen tigers and shot tigers.” 
“T do not doubt your word,” mildly inter- 
posed Mr. Leupolt; ‘‘and may I ask you 
also to believe mine when I tell you that 
when you were at Benares I also was there 
—doing work as a missionary—that I knew 
many converts from Hindooism, and that if 
you had sought out either me myself, or any 
of my colleagues, we could haveshown you 
that preaching was going on every day in 
the bazaars; that there was work being 
done in schools; that a few natives, at any 
rate, were gathered into the Christian 
Church? You looked for tigers and saw 
them. I looked for native Christians and 
found them,” 
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WHAT IS FEARED MOST. 

Dr. HENRY MARTYN CLARKE, Church 
Missionary Society missionary at Amritsar, 
reports an interesting conversation with a 
friendly Hindoo on the subject of Christian 
missions. ‘‘Do you mind telling me,” said 
Dr. Clarke, ‘‘ which of all our methods you 
fear the most?” ‘* Why should I put wea- 
pons into the hands of the enemy ?” replied 
the Hindoo. ‘But I will tell you. We 
do not greatly fear your schools; we need 
not send our children. We do not fear 
your books; for we need not read them. 
We do not much fear your preaching; we 
need not listen. But we dread your women, 
and we dread your doctors ; for your doctors 
are winning our hearts, and your women 
are winning our homes, and when our hearts 
and our homes are won, what is there left 
us ?”—Free Church of Scotland Monthly. 


RECEIPTS OF THE S. P. G. 


THE gross income of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel for the last finan- 
cial year amounted to £116,520. Legacies, 
always a valuable source of income, have 
fallen off; but the contributions to the 
general fund have increased by £1,100; ‘‘ not 
a large sum,’’ the Mission Meld, the organ 
of the society, remarks, ‘‘and wholly out of 
proportion to the additional number of ser- 
mons preached and meetings held.” 


THE MISSIONARY SPIRIT. 


OF one thing I feel sure, nothing could be 
better for rousing the spiritual life of a con- 
gregation, and leading it on to a higher life, 
than the cultivation of the spirit of missions. 
The progress of the Kingdom of God in the 
world is a STUDY well calculated to enlarge 
the mind and soul, and rescue torpid con- 
gregations from their self-satisfied ease. 
What a power for good would be our home 
millions of Christians, if really alive to their 
privilege and duty in helping forward the 
work of God in all lands.—A. M. Mackay, 
of Uganda. 


CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY’S 
INCOME. 

THE English Church Missionary Society’s 
income last year exceeded that of the pre- 
vious year, the total being £269,377. The 
expenditure also grows more than commen- 


surately, and there will be a deficit of some- 
thing like £4,000. This is not a debt, for 
there is a special fund to cover such a cas- 
ualty, only unless the amount thus with- 
drawn is replaced there must be retrench- 
inent in coming years. 


THANK-OFFERINGS. 

Some time ago a woman living in the 
country in one of the German states, brought 
to her minister thirty marks ($7.50) for the 
work of missions, saying, as she laid down 
her offering before him: ‘‘In former years 
I have been obliged to pay a doctor’s bill of 
this amount. This year there has been no 
sickness in my family, which enables me to 
give so much to the Lord.” At another 
time she brought a donation of twelve 
marks ($3), saying: ‘‘Many of the farmers , 
have recently been visited by a cyclone, but 
we have been spared. So I bring you this 
donation for missions as a thank-offering.” 


FRAGMENTS. 

—tThe Indian government, in an official 

statement, says that there are only 22,000 
licensed opium dens and shops in India. 
In the Doshisha, the Christian Univer- 
sity at Kyoto, Japan, seven languages are 
taught: Japanese, Chinese, English, Ger- 
man, French, Greek and Hebrew. 


Mr. Spurgeon, it is estimated, received 
into his congregation between 15,000 and 
20,000 members, and founded over fifty 
chapels in various parts of London. 


——Seven of. the directors of the British 
East Africa Company have instituted anew 
mission in eastern equatorial Africa, and 
have persenally subscribed $50,000 for this 
purpose. 


Mrs. J. L. Newton, referring to the 
progress in the Punjab, India, says: ‘‘ We 
have $7,000 invested in our church and hos- 
pital at Ferozepore, every cent of which 
was given by native converts.” 


The Oxford University Missionary 
Union, which labors in connection with the 
Church Missionary Society, has issued an 
appeal for $20,000 with which to purchase 
a site and erect a hall, with library, reading- 
room, etc., to form the head-quarters of the 
union and to be a memorial of Bishop Han- 
nington. About $4,000 has already been 
received,

THE UNITED OFFERING. 


THE president of the Ohio Branch has sent us a circular-letter addressed by 
herself to the individual members of the Auxiliary, whom she would interest im 
the Enrolment Fund and the offering to be made by the women of the Church 
next fall, in Baltimore. It bears the date March 9th, 1892, and we gladly print 
the larger portion of it for the benefit of all readers of the Auxiliary Depart- 
ment of the Sprrir oF MISSIONS. 


“‘ DEAR FRIEND: To-day I send you a copy of our diocesan paper, containing my 

report to the Ohio Branch, of the Detroit Council. 
5 My purpose in sending this paper will be found in the two resolutions 
passed in the Detroit meeting, concerning the Enrolment Fund. As a delegate from 
Ohio, I took part in the pledge to correspond with all the diocesan secretaries, and to do 
what I could in arousing and preserving universal enthusiasm. I am now sending out 
to the members of the Ohio Auxiliary a circular-letter, in which my promise concerning 
my own diocese is observed, and in which the following statement and exhortation are 
set forth: 

““¢TIn pursuance of this pledge, I, as your representative, have consulted with our 
Bishop and with Mrs, C. S. Bates, our vice-president, and with Mrs. Theodore Bury, our 
former president, and they have approved and consented to the following plan: For me— 

** “1st. To instruct all our Churchwomen concerning the Enrolment Fund, and to 
awaken, if possible, an interest and enthusiasm. 

‘¢¢ 2d. To call upon all Churchwomen in the diocese to observe Tuesday in Whitsun- 
week as a ‘‘ Woman’s Day,” for study, prayer and consecration, and the making of an 
offering for the Enrolment Fund.’ 

‘‘Now I have, in the foregoing, tried to instruct you concerning the object made es- 
pecially our own by the women representing us in Detroit. It is for the Holy Spirit to 
arouse your interest and enthusiasm, and for this I pray. I ask you to consult your rec- 
tor, and request him to open your church on Tuesday in Whitsun-week, to call you to- 
gether in prayer, and to talk with you as to what it really means to be a member of the 
Church, a follower of the Christ. I also ask you to lay by what you can as an offering 
by a woman, on a Woman’s Day, for a Woman’s National Pledge. If you will do this, 
your representative will go to Baltimore next fall with full hands, and place on the altar 
—beside the gifts of other women of other dioceses—Ohio’s gift, worthy of Ohio women. 

“This is, in substance, the Ohio plan. I take pleasure here, in speaking of the 
movement in a few other dioceses whose plans I know something of. 

‘**The Connecticut Auxiliary sends out the following in its Annual Report: 

“« The United Offering at the opening service of the Triennial meeting of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, to be held during the session of the General Convention, in Baltimore, in 
October, 1892, is to be devoted to the Enrolment Fund, and we trust that Connecticut 
will give generously. All money received by the treasurer, after the pledges are filled, 
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and not otherwise designated, will be given as a Thank-offering from the Connecticut 
Branch.’ 

““From the Chicago Branch, we have these words, written by its president: 

‘*¢* In Peterboro Cathedral, there stands a beautiful eagle lectern, bearing the date, 
** 1492.” Is it possible that a piece of brass is more enduring than the gratitude of Ameri- 
can Churchwomen? Let us look again at our history lesson. Bishop Seabury was un- 
equal to the care of all the churches, and had of course no power alone to consecrate 
other Bishops. England, having by this time, recognized the independence of the United 
States, and a special act of Parliament enabling the Primate to dispense with the Oath of 
Allegiance, the Rev. Wm. White, D.D., of Philadelphia, and the Rev. Samuel Provoost, 
D.D., of New York, were consecrated at Lambeth Palace, in 1787, and the Rev. James 
Madison, of Virginia, in 1790; and in Maryland, in the autumn of 1792, these four 
Bishops laid their hands upon the Rev. Thomas John Claggett, the first Bishop consecrated 
in the United States. Therefore when the General Convention meets in Maryland, in 
the autumn of 1892, can we say that we have no reasons for sending a special thank- 
offering ?’ 

‘* Countless and precious above price, have been the blessings falling to the lot of 
Churchwomen since the Church became assured to America. None can know better 
than the women—in the Church Triumphant, as well as in the Church here—the holy 
beauty of the memories clustering around the words of the marriage service, the prayers 
and promises giving precious babes in the Holy Baptism, and the comforting assurances 
mitigating the agonies of burying the ever-beloved. All along through the years the 
condition of women has been made better through the Church’s influence: more than this, 
the Church, by its leaders, has been turning with increasing love and appreciation to its 
women, honoring them with trusts and rewarding them with commendations, second in 
value only to the Master’s. Loving, aspiring women have, perhaps, more to be thankful 
for than any other class. Why should they not mark this hundredth year by the setting 
up of a Fund which shall forever signify their gratitude, and ensure to the women of a 
hundred years hence, the increase and perpetuity of everything that exalts a woman? 

‘¢ My sister, God help your hands, and all the hands which are to glean this gift for 
Him, until they touch each other at the altar in the placing of the gift. And when they 
touch, may you know, beyond a doubt, the presence of the Spirit whose presence is ap- 
proval, and whose approval is success.

COLORADO. 


ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL, DENVER. 

Mrs, SPALDING, the wife of the Bishop of 
Colorado, writes to us: ‘*St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Denver, has had so many generous, 
sympathizing friends among the members 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary, that Iam glad 
they may have the opportunity to see how 
it looks, in this number of the SPIRIT oF 
Missions. The plan embraces three more 
buildings, joined to the present ones by glass 
corridors. The Hospital owns half a block, 
which will be covered when the whole plan 
is completed. The centre building is the 


administrative, with the offices, chapel, op- 
erating, reception and dining-rooms, kitch- 
en, laundry, etc. The two buildings have 
beds for seventy patients, there being two 
large wards, two small wards and fourteen 
private rooms. The present buildings cost 
about $80,000, on which there is a debt of 
$28,000. The location is a valuable and 
most excellent one, the land being entirely 
paid for by the efforts of the Ladies’ Aid 
Society, aided by large gifts from the Bish- 
op, Mr. J. H. Wyman and the executors 
of the Margaretta Lewis Fund, and many 
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smaller ones from generous friends in the 
East, branches of the Auxiliary, especially 
those of New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island and Southern Ohio, and friends of the 
Hospital in Denver. 

‘‘The money for the buildings was raised 
almost entirely by the Hou. Moses Hallett, 
who also gave his personal supervision to 
the building, through the building commit- 
tee. The third story was left unfinished for 
lack of funds, to our great regret, as the 
rooms are sadly needed for nurses and pa- 
tients; but we hope and pray that money 
may yet be given us for this special purpose. 
The cost of each additional pavilion is esti 
mated at $30,000, and these, too, we hope 


may in time be given as individual gifts 
or memorials. 

“T cannot close without sending my most 
grateful thanks for the many generous boxes 
of bedding and hospital supplies sent to us 
from branches of the Auxiliary all over our 
country. Ido not know what we should 
do without them, as it is only by the closest 
economy we can meet our running expen- 
ses, and it has been a most valuable and 
substantial assistance to have so much of 
our bedding and linen so generously sup- 
plied. We hope to show our gratitude by 
the good care given in St. Luke’s Hospital 
to the many invalids who come to us from 
almost every diocese in our land.”’ 


MARYLAND. 


.ST. MARY’S MISSION, CHARLOTTE HALL, 

THE secretary of the branch of the Aux- 
iliary connected with St. Mary’s (Colored) 
Mission, and teacher in the parochial school, 
writes us of the need of a Home to make 
the work of the mission more permanent 
and efficient. She says: ‘‘I enclose a clip- 
ping from the Maryland Churchman which 
mentions the petition for a Home sent by 
the members of St. Mary’s Mission to the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 

“The need is a pressing one, and the Home 
will probably do more than any other single 
agency toward elevating and permanently 
influencing for good the Colored children 
of the Church in this section of the country. 

‘Every one realizes what a powerful fac- 
tor environment is in the formation of char- 
acter. Much good could be done in this direc- 
tion by the day-school, if the wholesome in- 
fluence there exerted were not counteracted 
‘by the decidedly unwholesome home influ- 
ence of many of the pupils. Crowded into 
a small room we often find father and 
mother and several children, boys and girls, 
of various ages. 

‘*On the whole, mothers are far too care- 


less with their daughters. Many of them 
think it quite right that the girls should re- 
ceive the attentions of young men at a very 
tender age. This either results in disgrace 
or in hurrying into the marriage relation 
many girls who, by their tender age and 
ignorance, are wholly unfitted for the duties 
and responsibilities that await them as wives 
and mothers. 

‘“Into a Home many orphans, half- 
orphans, and destitute children could be 
gathered, and by careful training and con- 
stant association with the teachers, habits of 
punctuality, economy, industry and moral- 
ity could be instilled into the children. In 
this our dire need we earnestly appeal to 
the members of the Woman’s Auxiliary and 
to any one who may desire to help us to 
take care of our girls and boys, the future 
men and women.” 

Archdeacon Moran indorses this need, 
writing that Bishop Paret and himself are 
devoting their attention to raising the 
money. ‘‘ We shall want twenty-five hun- 
dred instead of a thousand dollars,” he says, 
and asks that help be sent through himself 
or the Bishop. 


SOUTH DAKOTA. 


A PLEA FOR DAKOTA PRAYER-BOOKS AND 
HYMNALS, 

On Easter Even, April 16th, the news, so 
sad to the friends of the Dakotas, reached 
us, of the death of the Rev. Charles S. Cook. 
Only on the 25th of the preceding month 
his hand had penned his last request of the 


Woman’s Auxiliary. At that time he wrote: 
“Only when I am in a genuine distress 
and there seems no way out of it, I come to 
you and through you to other Christian 
people for help. 

“Tam absolutely without Dakota Prayer 
Books here at the Agency. The same dearth 
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of these books exists at all the other points. 
Individual Indians own Prayer Books and 
Hymnals, but the churches, none. 

*“We never had enough of these great mis- 
sionaries anywhere, though they were never 
_ lacking at any time until now. Books wear 
out like all good things earthly. People 
daily come to me to buy Prayer Books or 
Hymnals, or seekers after the Truth ask for 
them, but I have nothing to give. My 
heart grows sick and faint at times under 
this condition of being handicapped. Our 
dear Church (which I love with all my be- 
ing) is not,as we all know too well, a book-dis- 
tributing communion. Right here on both 
sides of me the Roman Church on one side, 
and the Presbyterians on the other, are giv- 
ing away books for the asking in large quan- 
tities, and not infrequently they are very 
obtrusive with them. 

“*T am in absolute need of these books or I 
would not thus write to you, knowing only 
too well how full your hands and heart are 
always. 

“Tf the Church could give me three hun- 
dred Prayer Books and five hundred Hym- 
nals to distribute or sell, many a soul will 
have been led to the Master before the books 
are worn out. 
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‘‘May the Father send ws help in this 
hour of need !” 

We had not responded to this appeal when 
we heard that he who made it rested from 
his work. The same tidings were the sor- 
rowful welcome which greeted Bishop Hare 
on his return from beyond the seas. We 
consulted him in regard to this last appeal, 
and in response, received the message: 
‘‘ Yes, all that Mr. Cook writes of the need 
of Prayer-Books and Hymnals is true. The 
need is sad. And free distribution will do 
no harm but much good, provided it is not 
indiscriminate, but is connected with great 
Festivals, like Christmas and Easter. Or if 
the books are presented to individuals as 
personal gifts from the missionary, or as re- 
wards of merit. I should suggest an effort 
to secure gifts of Prayer-Books and Hym- 
nals, up to 1,000 of each, for distribution by 
the several missionaries.” 

We desire to send these books as an evi- 
dence of our appreciation of Mr.Cook’s labors 
in South Dakota, where his loss is keenly felt. 

The Prayer Books are fifty cents apiece, 
the Hymnals twenty dollars by the hun- 
dred. About $180 has already been given 
us toward supplying the need. Contri- 
butions may be sent to the Mission Rooms. 


JAPAN. 


ORPHANAGE WORK AND NEEDS. 

Miss BULL writes from Osaka to Miss 
Mailes, at home on vacation, in January 
last: ‘‘ We have four more little ones now. 
One is a baby orphan from Banshu. She is 
provided for by money from friends in 
Pittsfield, Massachusetts. The other three 
are orphans from the earthquake district, 
and are supported by two gentlemen in 
Kobe. You know how the little house was 
crowded before. You can imagine that it 
is quite overflowing now. 

“The ladies are looking for a suitable 
house to rent. The Rev. Mr. Weston, chap- 
lain to the English people in Kobe, has sent 
us two of his collections, amounting to about 
seventy-five yen, which will enable us to 
rent a larger house. But such a time as we 
have had, trying to find one! I have made 
up my mind that we shall never have a 
suitable one until we can build; so I have 
decided to put every cent which comes 
from America, which is not directed to 
be used for supporting children, into the 


Building Fund. That which comes from 
children in America, I suppose must be 
used for the orphans directly, to enlist the 
American children to keep up a yearly sub- 
scription, if possible. 

‘Just now there are plenty of houses to 
rent, but those large enough are too nice 
and too high-priced, the ladies think. One 
large one was a rear house, and they were 
afraid of the consequences in case of fire. 
Another had been a restaurant, and there was 
a lot of tswkemono, perfectly useless for an 
asylum. The most aggravating thing was 
the tswkemono in the corner house next the 
present asylum. The owner asked one 
hundred and twenty yen for it. We offered 
forty yen, which was all it was worth, but 
he would not take it. If you do not know 
what the tsukemono is, I will explain that it 
means a lot of old shelves, and posts, and 
the plaster on the walls, and they do not 
belong to the landlord at all, but to the 
person who has vacated the house. 

‘But I am sure the Lord has a house 
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waiting for us somewhere, and will lead us 
to it in His own good time. When we can 
secure larger quarters, we expect to take 
more children from the earthquake district. 
We have money enough for two more from 
a gentleman in Kobe and this from America, 
which is coming through your kind words. 

“Among the children from Gifu is a very 
bright little boy of seven. When he is 
asked about his father, he says, sadly, 
‘Shinda’ (dead). ‘And your mother?’ is 
asked. ‘Shinda,’ he says again. His little 
four-year-old sister cried with terror when 
the cars began to move, which brought her 
to Osaka to us, She thought the movement 
was an earthquake, and Mr. Mikke, who 
went for the little ones, had much ado to 
pacify the poor little thing. No, wonder 
she was terrified. There is a great dark 
spot on the back of one little hand, where 
she was burnt at the time of the great 
shock, and the whole hand is red and swol- 
len still. She had been in one of the hos- 
pitals. 

‘“These little ones came from a village in 
the mountains in Gifu prefecture. I have 
heard that the poor homeless people are 
suffering greatly from the cold, the snow 
being eight feet deep in drifts there. The 
Rev. Mr. Robinson, a priest of the English 
Church, of Nagoya, is establishing a home 
for the poor old people left destitute, home- 
less, and friendless by the earthquake. 


Two orphan asylums have been started in 
Tokyo—one by the Fujuikwai at Tsukiji, 
and the other under the patronage of an 
English Churchwoman of wealth, the wife 
of the Emperor’s chamberlain. I am glad 
that our Church seems to lead in these 
matters. There is a new Buddhist asylam 
in this part of the city. 

‘*Some little boys came here the other day, 
with matches, tabi (stockings), and some 
kind of medicine to sell. They were all 
dressed alike, with cloth caps which they 
did not remove when I greeted them. O 
Mine San, with her voice full of kindly 
sympathy for destitute children, told me 
what she had found out by questioning them, 
and asked if I would not buy something. 
I bought some matches, but I said, ‘‘ The 
children in my orphanage always take off 
their hats and bow when they say ‘ Konnich- 
wa’ (good-day). Instantly every hat came 
off, and a polite bow accompanied the greet- 
ing, showing that they had been taught 
properly. I decided that they did not know 
how to address a foreigner before. 

« All the children whom I have seen from 
Gifu are strong, healthy-looking children. 
Two large parties came through and stopped 
a night at our asylum on their way to the 
Okayama Asylum. I was sorry to hear 
they became so overcrowded there, that the 
children became ill, and several died of 
cholera.” 


Offerings are asked to sustain missions in thirteen missionary jurisdictions and 


thirty-four dioceses, also amon 
land, as well as missions in 


the Indians and among the Colored People in our 
ina, Japan, Africa, Haiti and Greece—to_ pay the 


salaries of sixteen Bishops and stipends to 1,000 missionary workers, and to sup- 
port schools, hospitals and orphanages. $500,000 are asked for this year.
